Harwich, England, November 24.— 
In the presence of Sir*Eric Geddes, 
first lord of the admiralty, twenty- 
eight more German U-boats sur- 
rendered today. This was the most 
imposing flotilla to haul down the 
German flag thus far. It included 
several very large submarines and 
four of the cruiser type, one being 
nearly 350 feet in length. 

The noted cruiser submarine, 
Deutschland, U-153, was among the 
number. She carried two American 
officers who had been rescued from 
the American cargo ship Ticonde- 
roga, torpedoed on September 30, 
last. The officers were taken to 
Kiel by the Deutschland, which was 
returning from a three months’ 


' cruise in American waters, and were 
landed today at Harwich. 


Another surrendered boat was the 
U-139, which had just returned toa 
German port after a sixty-four days’ 
cruise, commanded by Lieutenant 
Commander Arnauld de la Perriere,

Deutschland Came to America. 


There is no available record of a} 


German submarine cruiser Deutsch- 
land U-153. 

A German submarine, Deutsch- 
land, arrived at Baltimore from 
Bremen with a cargo of dyestuffs 
and mails early in July, 1916, the 
first submarine to make the 4,000- 
mile trans-Atlantic voyage. The 
Deutschland was purely a cargo- 
carrier, 

The German submarine U-53 ap- 
peared suddenly at Newport, R. IL, on 
October 7, 1916, and after a stay of 
three hours departed. The next day 
came reports of the sinking of six 
vessels off Nantucket by German 


submarines. A Paris dispatch in 
December, 1917, reported the cap- 
ture of the U-53 by French naval 
forces. 

Since August, 20, twenty-two ves- 
sels have been sunk off the Atlantic 
coast of the United States. Only four 
of these, howeevr, were steam- 
ers, the remainder consisting of 
schooners, fishing boats and two 
steam trawlers. 

The torpedoing and sinking of the 
American cargo ship Ticonderoga by 
a German submarine, with the loss 
of ll naval officers and 102 enlisted 
men, on September 30 last, was an- 
nounced by Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels on October 11. Two of- 
ficers, Lieutenant F. M. Muller, of 
Oakland, Cal., and Lieutenant J. H. 
Felcher, of Frisco, N. C., were taken 
aboard the submarine as prisoners, 
Secretary Daniels announced. 

Deutschland in Raids, 

Washington, November 24.—Infor- 
mation from Harwich that the 
cruiser submarine Deutschland U-153 
was one of the vessels which car- 
ried out raids on shipping off the 
Atlantic coast confirms the belief 
expressed by naval officers here last 
summer that the former merchant 
Submarine was in the raiding fleet.

Washington, November 24.—Per- 
manent government control of all 
radio communication through the 
acquisition and operation by the 
navy department of all shore wire- 
less stations in the United States 
used for commercial purposes is 
planned by the administration un- 
der a bill now before congress. 

Representative Alexander, chair- 
man of the house merchant marine 
committee, who introduced the 
measure in the house, announced 
today that hearings on the bill will 
begin before his committee Decem- 
ber 12 and continue until all in- 
terests have been given an oppor- 
tunity. to be heard. A similar bill, 
introduced in the senate by Chair- 
man Fletcher, of the committee on 
commerce, has been approved by 
President Wilson. 

Open to Publit Business. 

Besides providing for the acquisi- 
tion and operation of the stations 
by the navy, the bill directs that 
the secretary of the navy shall, so 
far as may be consistent with the 
transportaiion of government busi- 
ness, open radio stations to general 
public business under regulations 
prescribed by him and shall fix the 
rates for such service. He also shall 
establish special rates for the han- 
dling of press dispatches by trans- 
oceanic or other special stations. 

Commercial business has been 
handled through some naval wire- 
less stations for four years, and 
since the nation entered the war all 
stations have been and still are be- 
ing operated by the navy. Stations 
taken over after the declaration of 
war included the big plants at Say- 
ville, Long Island, and Tuckerton, 
N. J., which weer said to have been 
financed by Germany.

Reasons for U. 8S. Control. 

The statement in part says: 

‘In general, the bill provides for 
the acquisition and operation by 
the navy department, of all radio 
stations on shore used for ecom- 
purposes. Irrespective of 


the general subject of government 
ownership, this principle is clearly 
indicated as necessary in the case 
of this particilar public utility. 
Since the early days of the use of 
radio-telegraphy many companies 
have tried to operate radio stations 
as a commercial enterprise in the 
United States, generally,’ or in cer- 
tain localities. Except in very spe- 
cial circumstances, these enterprises 
have fai,ed to make an adequate re- 
turn, and in most cases no profit 
has been made except through the 
sale of stock; Fhe reason for this is 
that a complete monopoly is neces- 
sary. A. period of about eighteen 
years has clearly demorstrated that 
the United States government is the 
only concern able to obtain and 
maintain such a monopoly.

Amsterdam, November 724.—When 
the former German crown prince ar- 
rived at the Zuyder Zee fishing town 
of Enkhuyzen he received a differ- 


elsewhere in Holland. 

As he descended from the railway 
car with a swaggering gait and 
wearing a fur coat, howls of exe- 
cration arose from the thousand 
gathererd outside the station gates. 
The outburst of hostility seemed to 
perturb him somewhat. 

The government yacht which was 
to have taken the former crown 
prince to the Island of Wieringen, 
which will be his future abode in 
Holland, grounded in the fog. A lit- 
tle tugboat was substituted. Affect- 
ing indifference, the former crown 
prince stepped on the gangway and 
lit a cigarette. The tug cast loose 
immediately and disappeared in the 
fog amidst the angry shouts of the 
populace. 

Mosterland, a hamlet consisting of

The hamlet 
itself is inhabited, for the most part, 
by mussel fishermen, who, after 
their experiences with U-boats dur- 
ing the war, view the guest’s advent 
with anything but favor. 

The sole communication between 
the Island of Wieringen and the 
mainland is a small steamer which 
carries mail and makes two trips

With Good Food 


Germans Might Starve, 
But the MHohenzollern 
Provided for Self—Value 
of Hoarded Provisions 
Totals Big Sum. 


Amsterdam, November 24.—“How 
William Held Out” is the title of an 
article in The Frankfort Volks 
Stimme, by Wilhelm Carl, a socialist 
who discovered the hoards of provi- 
sions which the former emperor held 
in his Berlin palace. 

“The quantity,’ the writer says, 
“exceeded all expectations. In large, 
white, tiled rooms was everything, 
literally everything one can imagine 
in foodstuffs. It is inconceivable 
that after four years of war, such 
huge quantites could be hoarded. 
There was meat and game in cold 
storage, salted provisions in large 
cases, white meal in sacks piled to 
the roof, thousands of eggs, gigantic 
boxes filled with tea, coffee, choco- 
late, lard, jelly and jam; hundreds 
of sugar loaves and endless stacks 
of peas, beans, dried fruits and bis- 
cuits. Their value amounts to sev- 
eral hunded thousand marks. 

“These hoarded foodstuffs cannot 
be better used than to be preserved 
as a lasting memoral to our posteri- 
ty, which should see how, while mil- 
lions in Germany starved, those 
elected by the grace of God held 
out.” 


William Keeping Close. 

William Hohenzollern, the former 
German emperor, has not left the 
grounds of Ameronbgen castle since 
he was interned there, Dutch news- 
papers say. 

The former emperor begins each 
day with a walk about the castle 
grounds, and then attends a re- 
ligious service conducted by Count 
von Bentincke, or the count’s son. 
The day closes with another walk in 
the gardens. The officers of his 
suite, however, dash about the coun- 
try in automobiles.

hagen.)—Strange are the experiences 


of a traveler who enters Germany 
after an absence of several years. 
Formerly there were many and va- 
ried governmental orders and re- 
strictions to be obeyed. Nowadays, 
when you go to a police station, the 
desk sergeant will say sadly: “You 
are not required to register any 
longer.” They do not even look at 
your passport. 

Another feature of the “new free- 
dom” in Germany, which may sur- 
prise the traveler, is that the private 
soldier no longer salutes his supe- 
rior officers. The soldier calls his 
officer “comrade.” 

Berlin, outwardly, fs orderly as 
ever, but order is no longer main- 
tained by policemen, but by soldiers 
with arm bands asthe badge of of- 
fice. The picture is familiar to those 
who saw Petrograd during the Ke- 
rensky regime. Another sight recall- 
ins Petrograd are the military and 
royal automobiles—the latter stilt 
sounding the musical call denoting 
the approach of royalty—which dash 
through the streets with loads of 
soldiers. 

Red Flag Everywhere. 

The prevailing tone in Berlin is 
still military, but it is a militarism 
of privates and non-commissioned 
officers. Their symbol] is the red 
flag. which waves above every gov- 
ernment building and from every au- 
tomobile. As far as any participa- = 
tion in directing the affairs of the” 
government, the bourgeois citizens 
simply do not exist.

VON MACKENSEN 
REACHES BERLIN. 

Amsterdam, November 24.—Field 
Marshal von Mackensen, the former 
German commander in Rumania, ar- 
rived in Berlin Thursday with his 
staff, according to a Berlin dis- 
patch to The Rhenish Westphalian 
Gazette. The German troops re- 
turning with him met Czecho-Slovak 
forces at Sillein, Moravia, and were 
unable to continue the journey by 
way of Oderberg and were forced 
to withdraw from Austria by way 
of Vienna and Passau. 

BADEN GRAND DUKE 
RENOUNCES THRONE. 

Basle, November 24.—In a procia- 
mation issued Friday in Karlsruhe, 
Grand Duke Friedricn of Baden says 
he relieves officials and soldiers 
from their oaths of fidelity, and 
renounces the throne for himself 
and his descendants in accord with 
his cousin and heir, Prince Maxi- 
milian, the former German chancel- 
lor. 

The provisional people’s republic 
of Baden, in announcing the abdi- 
cation to the people, declares that 
the grand duke and his family and 
their honor are under the protec- 
tion of the Baden republic. The an- 
nouncement renders homage to the 
patriotism to the grand duke and 
the services of Prince Maximilian 
to Germany.

In all some 25 of the largest hotels 
in Paris have been taken, creating 
a great stringency in hotel accom- 
modations so that army and navy 
officers and men are finding the 
greatest difficulty in securing quar- 
ters. 

It is declared that Marshal Foch, 
the allie@ commander-in-chief, has 
said he will give no heed to pro- 
tests of the German armistice dele- 
gates made through communica- 
tions from Foreign Minister Solf 
concerning the manner of carrying 
out the armistice. This reply doubt- 
less will cover any further repre- 
sentations that may be made by the 
Germans. 

Armistice Renewal Likely. 


The armistice as a whole lasts 
thirty-six days from the date of 
signing, November 11, with the 
right of extension and the right of 
denunciation on 48 hours’ notice. 
The evacuation of Alsace-Lorraine 
must be completed by November 26 
and the withdrawal of the German 
troops from the Rhine country 
designated in the armistice is limit- 
ed to December 12. 

A renewal of the armistice prob- 
ably will carry it beyond the open- 
ing of the peace congress, when 
fuller consideration can be given 
to its continuance.

Economic Questions to Front. 


While there has been no authori- 
tative announcement, it is under- 
stood that a considerable advance | 
has been made jin discussing pre- 
liminary details and that a very thor- 
ough examination now is going on 
concerning all questions likely to 
come before the conference and the 
congress, particularly economic 
questions and the reservation made

Wilson’s fourteen points as the 
terms upon which peace could be 
made. 

The economic questions are as- 
suming a marked prominence since 
the announcement that an American 
party, including a large staff of eco- 
nomic and shipping experts, Was com- 
ing to Paris, and the presence on 
this side of the Atlantic of Edward 
N. Hurley and other American eco-- 
nomic and shipping authorities. 

The main discussions appear to 
center around President Wilson’s 
third point, which was accepted 
without reservation by the allies, 
providing for the removal, so far as 
possible, of all economic barriers. 
Previous to this the allied economic! 
boycott against the central powers, 
for five years after the conclusion of j 
the war, and for special trade facili- | 
ties between the allied countreis, | 
their colonies and neutrals. This 
preceded America’s entrance into the 
war, and the United States did not 
subscribe to the proposed restric- 
tions. Little has heen heard since, 
that time about putting into effect | 
the decision of the economic con- 
gress and the acceptance of Presi- 
dent Wilson’s third point by the al- 
lies appears to substitute the -princi- 
ple of the removal of economic bar- 
riers for the previous one of ex- 
clusion. 

The growth of American shipping 
during the war is another economic 
question which is being discussed 
widely. Some newspapers take the 
view that it will present questions 
of adopting America’s higher stand- 
ard of wages to seamen and of giv- 
ing America its proportion of the 
world’s carrying trade, 

How such questions will come be- 
fore the congress are not cloar, but 
Premier Clemenceau’s attitude to-' 
ward the labor delegates who visited 
him concerning a _ labor meeting 
simultaneously with the peace con- 
gress, leads to the belief that they 
will have as much prominence in 
the conference as political and terri- 
torial qustions. 


Freedom of Seas. 


Freedom of the seas and compen- 
Sation by Germany for all damages 
suffered by the allies are two ques- 
tions for further discussion and de- 
termination. 

Concerning freedom of the seas, 
the tendency in American quarters | 
is to obtain a change in the present 
international practice by which 
belligerents have virtually taken 
control of the sea-going traffic on 
the outbreak of war, as it is main- 
tained that the neutrals would be 
the ones to profit by keeping out 
of war and leaving their own ship- | 
ping without interference from the 
belligerents. But, as this neutral 
shipping might be used to carry am- 
munition and other war supplies, it 
is said that some voluntary agree- 
ment would also be necessary, 
pledging all nations not to furnish 
war supplies to countries going to 
war. This, in turn, would require an 
international sea patrol and 3 

| 
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right of search at sea. While these 
phases are being discussed, they are 
so complex that no decisions are 
likely for scme time. 

Other points involved under tht 
general head of freedom of the 
seas are the removal of all restric- 
tions from free passage through 
such waterways as the Cattegat be- 
tween the North and Baltic seas, the 
Dardanelles and Bosphorus between 
the Mediterranean and the Black 
seas and all straits exceeding one 
marine league, which connect with 
the high seas. The’ restriction 
against planting mine fields such as 
those across the North sea between 
Norway and Scotland and barrages 
in the Dover channel are further 
points of discussion under this gen- 
eral topic. 

The second reserves point of the 
allies—Germany to give compensa- 
tion for all damages—appears gen- 
erally to be accepted in principle, 
leaving only the question of the 
amount of claims by the various al- 
lies to be settled. Non-official esti- 
mates place the French damage as 
upward of three hundred and forty 
billion francs, including the return 
of the war indemnity paid Germany 
in 1870 with interest, and expenses 
and property losses during the pres- 
ent war. 

The British claims will concern 
largelv shipping losses and war ex- 
pense. Serbia, Belgium and Italy 
have had large property losses. 

Whether America’s war expenses 
will. be presented as a claim is not 
known. In some quarters it is held 
that the precedents established in 
the Boxer indemnity and in the 
Spanish war probably will prevail. 

Territerial Questions. 

Outside of these reserve points 
the main duties of the conference 
and the congress will be in giving 
treaty form and effect to President 
Wilson’s fourteen points which the 
allied governments and the central 
powers both have accepted as the 
basis of agreement. Those involv- 
ing territorial questions are out- 
Jined onlv in general principles by 
fixing exact boundaries and safe- 
guarding the territorial integrity 
and sovereignty of newly organized 
states like Poland, Jugo-Slavia and 
Czecho-Slovakia. 

Some of these territorial questions 
in southeastern Europe present del- 
icate phases, particularly along the 
eastern shore of the Adriatic, where 
many races overlap and where the 
Italians, Jugo-Slavs, Greeks and 
Albanians each have meritorious 
claims of being the predominant 
nationality in different sections 

American naval representation in 
the Adriatic already is having an 
influence in smoothing out these! 
delicate phases. Reports from that! 
quarter show that American efforts , 
have assisted greatly in removing 
inter-racial differences, as all par-. 
ties accept America’s disinterested 
good will. 


WILSON TO STAY 
AT MURAT HOME 
WHILE IN PARIS| 


Pafis. November 24.—Prince and | 
Princess Joachim Murat, at the re- 
quest of the government, have plac- 
ed their town house at 28 Due de 
Monceau at the disposal of the 
French authorities to receive Presi- 
dent Wilson during his stay in 
Paris. 

The president will find in the man- 
sion various. souvenirs of President , 
Washington, whose niece married | 
Prince Achille Murat. The house, 
which was noted before the war 
for the . splendid receptions held 
there, has a large garden. 

At the present time Princess Mu- 
rat is living at the Chateau de 
Chambly, in the department of the 
Oise, where she looks after several 
hundred wounded French soldiers, 
Prince Murat re-entered the cavalry 
at the beginning of the war despite 
his age. During the war, he has lost 
one son, killed, while another hag 
been wounded seriously. 

Prince Murat is a son of Prince 
Joachim, who was born at Borden- 
town, N. J., in 1834, and is a de- 
sceendant of Caroline Bonaparte, sis- 
ter of the great Napoleon. Princess 
Murat, before her marriage, was 
Cecile Ney, Duchess d’ElIchingene. 
Both Murat and Ney were marshals 
in the Napoleonic armies.

GEORGIAN COMMENDED 
FOR BRAVERY ON LUCIA 


Washington, Novémber 24.—The 
steamer Lucia, which was equipped 
with buoyancy boxes designed to 
make her unsinkable, was the last 
American vessel reported torpedoed 
by an enemy submarine. In mak- 
ing this announcement today the 
mavy department gave out a report 
of the sinking by Chief Boatswain's 
Mate William Francis O’Brien, of 
108 Trenton, St. Lawrence, Mass., 
who was in charge of the Lucia's 


armed guard, and also revealed 
that Secretary Daniels has com- 
mended O’Brien and 23 other men 


of the guard for their coolness and 


attention to duty. 

The Lucia was torpedoed October 
17 and remained afloat 21 hours. 
The torpedo struck amidshins and 
entered the engine room killing 
four men. The other members of 
the crew and the armed guard were 
rescued by the steamer Fairfax aft- 
er they had taken to the small 
boats. The civilian crew were or- 
dered to the boats immediately aft- 
er the explosion, but the armed 
guard remained on board until just 
before the craft went down. 

The explosion left the ship in a 
helpless condition, the torpedo put- 
ting all the dynamos out of order 
as well as the engines. The sub- 
marine was sighted almost simul- 
taneously with the explosion, but 
before guns could be trained on it, 
‘'t disappeared and was not seen 
again. At intervals during the 
night and the next day S. O. S. calls 
were sent by the auxiliary wireless 
set, which had not been damaged, 
but no replies were received. 
The Fairfax was not sighted un- 

several hours after the Lucia 
went down. The sea then was so 
rough that the boats were kept 
afloat only by continuously bailing 
water. The members of the crew 
were taken aboard with great dif- 
ficulty. |

BLACK WALNUT. 


The suggestion has been made 
that while we of America are 
assisting the French and Belgians 
to replant their forests we might, 
at the same time, with profit and 
wise foresight give heed to our 
own, with especial attention to re- 
foresting our depleted supply of 
black walnut trees. 

This species is one of the most 
valuable of our forest trees. Au- 
thorities on arboriculture list it as 
being indigenous on the Atlantic 
coast of America, from Maine to 
Florida; and it is easily propagat- 
ed, either from the seed or by 
transplanting, in almost any other 
part of the country where there is 
sufficient rainfall. 

It is a beautiful shade tree, and 
produces a nut of rich quality and 
delicacy of flavor, but it is chiefly 
valuable for its wood. 

While black walnut has long 
been known as a wood of import- 
ance in manufacture, especial- 
ly of high-grade furniture, the war 
and the development of the flying

price that a few years ago would; 


1ave seemed fabulous, because no 
ther wood answers the purpose 
of black walnut for gun stocks and 
airplane propeller blades. 

Because of the demand ffor it 
several months 
ago, the Boy Scouts of America 
were appealed to by the govern- 
ment to scour the forests of the 
Atlantic watershed for black wal- 
nut trees. The boys entered into 
the work with a marked degree of 
enthusiasm and patriotic pride, and 
located all told trees from which 
14,038,000 board feet, or about 3. 
667 carloads, of black walnut lum- 
ber was cut. 

This timber should be replaced 
by reforestation at once, and the 
plan of those fostering the “plant 
a-walnut” movement is not only to 
replace the trees consumed for 
war purposes, but to reforest with 


black walnut regions where none | ; 


ever grew before. 

In the future it is to be hoped 
we shall not need so many gun 
Stocks as in the recent past, but 
from now on the demand for wal- 
aut for airplane propeller blades 
will doubtless continue to increase 
with the development of the air- 
plape as a utility in peace.

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Urs. Felton Urges 
Justice to Women 
In the Right to Vote 


ii;ditor of The Constitution: The 


states of Texas and Arkansas 
promptly gave the white women lib- 
erty to vote in the primaries for all 
Officials in these respective com- 
monwealths. There was no hitch 


anywhere. These women made good 
also. They displaced an objection- 
able governor and purified state 
Politica that far—in Texas, their 
first hick. If a white primary is 
permitted to white men, What ob- 
jection can anybody find to a white 
primary for white Women? When 
the next legislature meets in At- 
lanta, we bespeak your kind assist- 
ance. Common justice and common 
sense says so. lt is a favorite topic 
to discuss state rights in connection 
with votes for women, and some of 
our solons have asserted that a state 
is empowered to say, by state legis- 
lation, who shall vote, and these 
wiseacres contend that the state 
can dictate or deny women suffrage. 
If the state of Georgia claims for 
itself the absolute right to qualify 
voters, what will be done with that 
clause in the fourteenth amendment, 
which says: 

‘‘Representatives shall be apportioned 
among the several states according to their 
respective numbers, counting the whole 
number of persons in each state, excluding 
Indians—not taxed. But when the right to 
vote at any election for choice of electors 
for president and vice president of the 
United States, representatives in congress, 
the executive and judicial officers of a 
state or the members of the legislature 
thereof is denied to any of the male in- 
habitants of such state being 21 years of 
age, and citizens of the United States, or in 
any way abridged, except for participa- 
ition in rebellion or other crime—the basis 
of representation therein shall be reduced 
in the proportion which the number of 
such male citizens shali bear to the whole 
number of male citizens 21 years of age in 
such state.’’ 

It is therefore the federal gov- 
ernment which is master of the vot- 
ing situation, except in primary 
elections, and these primary elec- 
tions have no foree except in 
States like Georgia. But they are 
accepted and used in these states 
by common consent and supported 
by the large majority—as a ‘“gen- 
tleman’s agreement.” 

The women of the various states 
comprise at least half the popula- 
tion. There are no  non-taxable 
people—like Indians—in Georgia. 

The white primary confines all 
voting to very many less than the 
male population. It is an autoc- 
racy most tyvrannous, because wom- 
en, constituting at least half the 
population, are heavily taxed—with 
no vote. 

These women never gave 
to such autocracy, and when 
federal amendment is written into 
law it will make white primaries 
look silly, because there is no par- 
ticipation allowed to white women 
now, and the opportunity will slip 
away out of yeach unless the white 
men of Georgia follow the lead of 
Texas and Arkansas, and give their 
wives, mothers and sisters the op- 
portunity right away to vote in 
primary elections. 

Conditions after 
will be perplexing. Military citi- 
zenship has been accorded to col- 
ored soldiers. They have the same 
uniforms, the same guns, the same 
pay and the same pension with 
White troops of the United States. 

And yet, our representatives in 
congress s@lidly voted to deny to 
women the ballot!

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| Strike Threat Made 


By Telegraphers Due 
To Misunderstanding 


That the threat to strike by rail- 
road telegraphers may have been 
brought about by a misunderstand- 
ing of the order of the director gen- 
eral of railroads was the statement 
made yesterday by a prominent of- 
ficial of the Order of Railroad Teleg- 
rapnhers. 

“It was Yearned Sunday afternoon,'’ he 
said, ‘‘that the new pay of the telegraphers 
is based on hourly pay for work days, 
with time and a half for Sundav and holi- 
day service. 

“The operators who have always worked 
on Sunday and all holidays had figured 
their increase on 365 days per year, while 
it is authoritatively understood that the 
director general placed hourly pay on 307 
work days per annum, with time and 
half time for Sunday and holiday work. 

“The difference in the two — proposi- 
tions will total a, fairly good incerase for 
the telegraphers and no doubt will give en- 
tire satisfaction among the wire men of 
the country, 

‘To figure the award on the basis of 365 
days per year would give the telegraph 
department on the railroads very little in- 
crease, and this is what appears to have 
caused general dissatisfaction and threaten- 
ed strike. The men even looked at the 
figures as a discrimination against them, 
as the railroad agents and dispatchers had 
been given substantial inereases far above 
what the telegraphera could figure on a 
basis of 365 work days per annum. 

““Telegraphers employed on the Central 
of Georgia railroad learned Sunday after- 
noon that their high officials at Savannah 
were figuring the new hourly increase on a 
day per annum with time and 
half for over time on Sundays and holi- 
days. If this underatanding of the order 
is correct it will no doubt give general 
satisfaction among railroad men in the 
United States on the lines operated by the 
railroad administration.’

I recall asking Mr. McAdoo one 
day how he managed to adminisier 
so successfully so many important 
responsibilities, and he replied dryly

| Polish Liberty Seen in Near Future 


America’s recognition of the Po- 
lish atmy, under the direction of the 
Polish national committee, as au- 
tonomous and co-belligerent, has 
caused great satisfaction among the 
Polish people in this country. Fol- 
lowing upon the proclamation of in- 
dependence issued by the Regency 
council in Poland, it encourages 
them to believe that their hoped-for 
day of freedom has virtually ar- 
rived. | 

The document of 
council declaring that l’oland is a 
self-governing state has also de- 
manded the withdrawal of all the 
German supervisory authorities. The 
effect of this ultimatum was to start 
a fire of enthusiasm through the 
whole country. Demonstrations have 
been held daily in Warsaw and are 
spreading to the remotest corners 
of Polish soil. At the same time 
it asserted its independence, the Re- 
geney council assumed the control 
of various interna) functions, and 
while the German governor general, 
Hans von Beseler, is apparently even 
vet attempting to retain a senmi- 
blance of his authority, his position 
is a precarious one. 

In the eleventh-hour of its ex- 
istence, the German regime is doing 
everything conceivable to lengthen 
its life. In fact, the Germans in 
Poland are forced to the wall, and 
in their desire to demonstrate the 
sincerity of their peace talk, they 
find themselves obliged to abandon 
the drastic tactics of repression 
which they have practiced unti? re- 
cently.

Polish Language Permitted. 
One evidence of this is the laxity 
of the authorities with respeet to 
the use of the Polish language. Po-

All through 
Posnania and Silesia, cards have 
been distributed bearing the cap- 
tion: “He Who Desires Peace Should 
Subscribe to the War Loan.” 

The poster further contains a pic 
ture of a bell and a few lines 
poetry, which read: “Children, if 
you save the money that you get 
from your mothers or from any on: 
else, and invest it in the war loan, 
then this bell will soon announce. 
that the war is finished and tha: 
there is peace again. Then you 
fathers or brothera will come home, 
and they will return as heroes, de - 
orated with flowers, and they wil!

As King and Family Re- 
turned in Triumph—The 
Greatest Day in Belgian

History—King Outlines 
Belgium’s Future. 


Brussels, Friday, November 22.— | 
It is midnight of the greatest day ! 
in the history of Brussels—the day | 
of the triumphal return of the roy- 
al family to their capital after four : 
years of gallant fighting against | 
the German invader—and the city | 
is still celebrating the home-coming | 
of its king and queen. 

Brussels tonight was absolutely ; 
frenzied with happiness. All the 
pent-up emotions of its people 
which had been held in leash 
through those weary years by the 
iron hand of bondage, broke loose 
in @ mighty volume with the advent 
of their kind and queen and the | 
city which in years gone by has 
been known as one of the gayest 
capitals in Europe, has been swept 
with such a wave of patriotic joy- 
ousness as it never experienced be- |:

King Albert Speaks. 

King Albert having been received 
enthusiastically by the inhabitants 
of his redeemed capital, made an 
important speech from the throne in 
parliament—his first utterance in 
the capital since almost the begin- 
ning of the war. Near the.throne 
stood General Pershing, representing 
the American army; General Plumer, 
of the British army, and other gen- 
erals. The chamber was filled with 
members and in the galleries was 
the diplomatic corps, including 
Brand Whitbock, the American min- 
‘ster. whe returned Thursday to his 
post in Brussels. 

One of the most vital points in the 
king’s address dealt with the ques- 
ion of suffrage for Belgium, and in 
‘his connection he saic: 

“The government proposes to the 
yambers to lower, by  patriotie 
sareement, the ancient 
io make the consultation of the na- 
tion a reality on the basis of equal 
suffrage for all men of the mature 
age required for the exercise of 
eivil rights.” 

This statement aroused a storm of 
applause from all of tne members. 
Referring to the Flemish question, 
King Albert said: 

“The necessity of a fruitful union 
demands the sincere collaboration 
of all citizens of the same country 
without distinction or origin or 
language. In this domain of lan- 
guage the strictest equality and 
the most absolute justice will pre- 
side over the elaboration of pro- 
jects which the government will 
<ubmit to the national representa- 
tives.

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AMERICANS REBUILD 


VERDUN-MIETZ RAILWA 


With the American Army of Oc- 
ecupation, November 24.—American 
engineers today laid the last rail 
connecting the standard rauge 
railroad between Verdun and Metz, 
having virtually rebuilt nine miles 
of the track. It is over this line 
principally that the forces of oc- 
cupation will be supplied during 
their advance, and regular service 
will begin probably tomorrow. 

More than 10,000 Americans are 
employed on the task of rebuilding 
the railroads across No Man's Land 
northeast of Verdun, the 25d en- 
gineers’ regiment having charge of 
the work. Mile after mile of track- 
age has been destroyed by four 
years of constant shelling, necessi- 
tating a new roadbed. 

West of the German lines the en- 
gineers began work on the day the 
armistice was signed; then when 
the American troops began their 
advance a week ago the engineers 
rushed additional forces to carry 
out the reconstruction work on the 
other side of the old German line. 
The most difficult task overcome 
by the Americans was the clearing 
of a tunnel 2 miles from Verdun 
in the region of Tort del la Vannes. 
The tunnel was used by the French 
as a shelter during the siege of 
Verdun. In the early days of the 
war 800 soldiers were killed in the 
tunnel by an explosion which, it 
was reported, was caused by a mule 
kicking a case of ammunition. 

The German artillery for years 
pounded both ends of the tunnel in 
an endeavor to seal up this impor- 
tant aid to the French defenders 
of Verdun. Consequently, the road- 
bed at either end was covered 10 
feet deep at places with earth and 
rocks thrown up by the shells. The 
complete line leads northeast to 
Etain, thence to Conflans, where it 
connects with Mezieres Sedan, 
Montmedy and Metz, one of Ger- 
many'’s main lines of communica- 
tion during the war. From. Con- 
flans the line connects with several 
lines extending northward to Lux- 
embure.

New York, November 24.—Apart

Germans Observe Armistice. 

The Germans apparently are with- 
drawing according to schedule. Re- 
ports reaching the Third army today 
were that the Germans everywhere 
were whistling and singing as they 
marched. The general line of the 
German withdrawal is along the 
Perl-Saarburg road. The southern 
limit of the Fifth German army is 
reported to be the line Sierck- 
Thionville, 

Several instances are _ reported 
where Americans encountered Ger- 
mans along the roadways and each 
time the Germans showed the Ameri-« 
cans every courtesy. While an 
American officer in an automobile 
was riding along the Remich-Treves 
road, east of the Moselle, he encoun- 
tered German _ troops marching 
northward. <A column of German 
infantry and some German trucks 
withdrew to the side of the road in 
order to clear the way for the Amer- 
icans. Owing to the shortage of 
horses the Germans are using oxen 
to haul their supplies and some ar- 
tillery. 

Report of German Rioting. 

The American forces resting Sun- 
dav along the German frontier spent 
their spare time at various points 
watching the Germans opposite them. 
In numerous instances the Germans 
waved farewell, when their detach- 
ments started on their homeward 
march.

AMERICANS DEMOLISH 


LAO] GERMAN BARRIERS 


With the Americ an Army of Occu- 
pation, November 24.—American 
forces have completed the task of 
demolishing the barriers which 
fuarded the old German front east 
of Verdun. The last barrier thus 
encountered consisted of reinforced 
concrete pillars stretching along the 
old front for a distance of twe miles. 
The pillars were 8 feet apart at the 
roads and 50 feet apart across the 
country. They were connected by 
Z-inch cables, 

When the Americans crossed the 
front lines last Sunday the advanced 
guards were halted only a few min- 
utes by the barriers. Engineers 
quickly- placed a few charges of dy- 
namite under each pillar, which made 
the roads passable. Since the gangs 
working in relays have toiled con- 
stantly to dig up immense steel 
rails and concrete foundations which 
were 6 feet under ground, the rails 
extending 5 feet above the ground, 
the concrete being poured around 
them. 

Each pillar was 5 
stood 8 feet above the ground. The 
Pillars apparently were constructed 
a year or more ago, as each was 
camouflaged by reeds growing in 
nearby swamps, the concrete being 
noticeable from a distance, 

At Mars-la-Tour, just at the edge 
of the village, the Americans en- 
countered tank barriers, soine of 
which were only half completed. A 
few blasts of dynamite soon put 
them out of commission. 

At Etain the Germans had bar- 
riers of logs chained together on 
four wheels, the logs being movable 
like a gate. On these barriers the 
Germans had installed ingenucus 
devices to remove the wheels from 
beneath the logs, which would then 
drop across the road at the main 
road entrance to Etain. This log 
barrier was just at the western en- 
trance, the logs acting as a check 
in the event that the mines failed 
to destroy the bridge. 


KILLED STEPFATHER

Washburn, Tenn., November 24.— 
Monroe Quillen, who shot and killed 
R. B. Brunden, his stepfather, 
near here yesterday, after Brunden 
had killed his own wife, today gave 
the detaiis of the tragedy. Quil- 
leng-now in jail, said that he was 
in the yard when he heard shots 
and his mother scream. He ran in 
the house just as the woman fell, 
when Brunden turned and began 
firing on Quillen, who drew a re- 
volver and shot six bullets into 
the b ody of his” stepfather. He 
began reloading the revolver as 
Brunden fell dead. A coroner's 
jury held an inquest over the body 
of Mrs. Brunden and returned 
verdict of murder.
